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STOLEN EQUIPMENT INFORMATION SERVICE “ 
By Jan Zysko, N4MEI - Paragon Technologies 

There seems to be a recent increase in the number of amateurs 
having equipment stolen in the South Florida Area. Two meter 
mobile rigs seem to be a popular target even in cases when other 
high-tech equipment (cellular phones, radar detectors, scanners, 
etc.) was just as accessible. In the ten or so cases we’ve heard of in 
the past few months, the MO has been the same — late night or 
early morning smash-and-grab from a locked car parked at home. 

In an effort to at least insure ourselves that our next purchase of 
used equipment is ‘legit, the Florida Skip is hosting a stolen 
equipment information service. Through the data services of 
Paragon Technologies, we will maintain an information file on the 
stolen equipment (MAKE, MODEL, SERIAL NUMBER, IDEN- 
TIFYING MARKS, MODIFICATIONS, etc.) along with the par- 
ticulars of the victim (NAME, ADDRESS, PHONE, CLUB 
MEMBERSHIPS) and specifics of the robbery (WHERE, WHEN, 
HOW, POLICE CASE or REPORT NUMBER and CONTACT 
NAME, PHONE NUMBER, etc.). We will regularly run a stolen 
equipment listing in the Skip for your benefit. A central repository 
of this type of information that is accessible by fellow hams is 
sorely needed in today’s climate where the criminal appears to 
have more rights than the victim. Besides, who knows our equip- 
ment better, who can recognize a non-ham by merely listening to 
his radio procedures and who provides (at least part of) a large 
market for radio equipment? : 

One day we hope to have a toll-free hot-line that anyone can call 
and see if a particular piece of equipment is listed as stolen. If it is, 
a caller can just leave a ‘‘tip” of where the equipment is and we'll 
notify the proper authorities. No need to let us know who you are 
but it would make it easier. In the meantime, we'll have to rely on 
building and accessing the data base by mail or you can call in your 
info or request and leave the particulars on our recorder at (305) 
238-7226. Please don’t ask us to return your call unless its local or 
you give us permission to call collect. 

There are a host of possibilities of good things that could come out 
of this service, but it will take the cooperation of the entire ham 
community to make it work. Your comments and suggestions are 
always welcome. 73. —_( Will print list next month.)

SIMULATED LP GAS EXPLOSION 


The Dade County ARPSC/RACES group were invited to par- 
ticipate in an LP gas explosion simulated test with the Miami Fire 
Department and the Civic Center Disaster Committee. Twelve 
amateurs were selected for the midday exercise. They were to 
supply point to point communications between the disaster site and 
give Civic Center hospitals, namely Jackson, Cedars, National 
Children’s Cardiac Hospital, Highlands Park Hospital and Bascom 
Palmer. Two amateurs were dispatched to each hospital by Net 
Control and Event Coordinator KI4T, at the site, plus two other 
amateurs. The exercise lasted almost three hours. Some 47 victims 
were transported to the hospitals by six ambulances and Metro 
buses. Victim information was smoothly passed from the sie to 
each of the hospitals, advising them the time the ambulances 
departed and how many persons were aboard. 

Hospital officials and Fire Department officers were surprised 
and very pleased with the commercial-type communications 
provided by the group. They were also invited to participate in 
another countywide exercise November 17th — which will be a 
simulated airplane crash at the Miami International Airport. 

Amateurs who participated were: KI4T (NCS and Event Coor- 
dinator), W4SQG, N4NAP, W400H, WA4CCP, KA4HAZ, WA20MT, 
ND4E, N4KWB, KA4HLO, WA4FSQ, WB4CKY and W4IYT. 

All communications were on the 145.390 Repeater — with ex- 
cellent coverage between all stations.

LATEST ON HAM LICENSE TAGS 
By CarlS. Zelich, AA4MI 

In response to your article in ‘‘Florida Skip,”’ we are providing 
the correct procedures for Amateur Radio license plates so you 
may assist your readers. 

1. The procedure to renew your Amateur Radio license plate is to 
submit a copy of your current vehicle registration, proof of in- 
surance and proper fees to your local county tag agency. 

2. The procedure for original request for Amateur Radio license 
plate is to submit a completed form SHMV 83034, copy of your 
current vehicle registration certificate, proof of insurance and 
proper fees to the State Office Tag Agency in Tallahassee. Your 
local agency can quote the correct fees. 

3. The new Amateur Radio replacement tags will not be issued 
from the Department until 1989 thru 1990 fiscal year. Instructions 
and notices will be sent out from the Department prior to this time. 


U.S. AIR FORCE MARS — FLORIDA NOTES

The 2 November Administrative Net was again called by 
AFB2XB, who also was the FIMON or frequency monitor, with 
AFA2XR as his ANCS.

see it expire? 10-METER BEACONS 

The IARU announced in its Resolution 85-1, a plan to form a 
network of 10-meter beacons, similar to the present beacon system 
in place on 14.1 MHz. The new system would operate on 28.2 MHz, 
and each of the stations would broadcast its call sign in time 
sequence with four power levels in 6dB steps. With the return 
(someday? ) of the higher frequency bands as we near the end of the 
sunspot cycle (only 11 months to go!), it is hoped this network will 
help alert amateurs worldwide to band openings on both 10 and 12 
meters. 
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
